Ford's Marriage 
With Congress 
May Be Over 


AP Election Analysis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — That good 


marriage President Ford proposed to 
Congress may be headed for a quick divorce. 
The election returns point to incompatbility 
as the likely grounds. 


The voters have confronted the Republican 


President with the most heavily Democratic 
Congress since Lyndon B. Johnson's landslide 
election a decade ago. 


And while Ford said he is confident he can 


work with the new Congress to deal with in- 
flation and the economic slump, all the signs 
signal a heightened struggle over economic 
measures. 


Against the background of Tuesday's 


election outcome, it is likely to begin almost 
immediately, when the current 93rd Congress 
returns for its lame duck session beginning 
Nov. 18. 


For one thing, any slim prospect that 


Congress would act this year to give Ford the 
middle and upper income tax surcharge he 
proposed as an anti-inflation measure ap- 
pears to be gone now. And given the shape of 
the new Congress that will convene in 
January, if Ford ever gets the surtax through, 
it likely will be altered so as to apply only to 
high income brackets. 


The new Congress will be 
more 


aggressively liberal, more likely to challenge 
Ford on foreign and defense spending, more 
attuned to domestic programs. 


House Speaker Carl Albert of Oklahoma, an 


old friend of Ford's but a Democrat first, said 
his party had a mandate, not just a victory. 


Albert said the Democrats now can move 


with more confidence on such programs as 
national health insurance, tax reform and 
public service employment. 


He also said the White House had focused on 


inflation while neglecting the problem of re- 
cession. "We believe we can meet both 
problems simultaneously," Albert said. 


Ford said there was no argument that in- 


flation was the No. 1 issue. 


"The mandate of the electorate places upon 


the next Congress a full measure of re- 
sponsibility for resolving this problem," he 
said. "I will work with them wholeheartedly 
in this urgent task which is certainly beyond 
partisanship." 


But other politicians put inflation squarely 


in the partisan arena. Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., who is virtually certain to seek the 
White House in 1976, and who said the election 
outcome will push up his timetable for an 
announcement, argued that the voters are fed 
up and want action now. 
Cranberry Had Wrong 
Ticket, Short Money

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — It just wasn't Jim 


Cranberry's day at the polls. 


The Republican's defeat at the hands of 


Democratic Gov. Dolph Briscoe pointed up 
three political facts of life: 


—Briscoe had more money to spend for a 


campaign. 


—Briscoe was better known. 
—And as far as Tuesday's voters were 


concerned, Granberry belonged to the wrong 
political party. 


The same was generally true for all other 


statewide GOP candidates and for a number 
of legislative candidates. 


"Apparently there was a strong anti- 


Republican trend all over the nation that was 
very difficult to overcome," Granberry said 
in a statement of understatement. 


He had hinged his hopes on the proposition 


sold him by Texas Republican leaders that in 
recent years the GOP had grown strong 
enough to swing close to 45 per cent of the vote 
any time the total voter turnout dropped 
below 2 million. 


Granberry figured that if he could get 44 or 


45 per cent the third party candidates could 
pick off maybe 10 or 11 per cent and that 
would leave Briscoe only 44 to 45 per cent. 


But it didn't work out that way for the 


Lubbock dentist. 


Briscoe's supremacy in the race appeared 


several weeks ago and his contributions 
picked up appreciably. Many of Cranberry's 
pledges suddenly forgot they had a candidate 
in the governor's race. Sen. John Tower, R- 
Tex., came to Texas and "leaned" on GOP 
gift promisers without much success. 
Preliminary reports showed that Briscoe 
spent more than $1 million in the campaign 
and Granberry about half that. 


Granberry was hurt particularly in the 


closing weeks when Briscoe stayed off the 
campaign trail, to be near his critically ill 
mother, but was able to saturate the radio-TV 
market with pre-recorded ads. 


Last Sunday many Texas newspapers 


carried an opinion poll (Belden) showing that 
62 per cent of those questioned wanted 
Briscoe re-elected. What's more 94 per cent of 
them knew Briscoe but only 36 per cent had 
heard of Cranberry. 


And as Granberry went, so went the rest of 


the Republican ticket.

"Because of my concern for 


our 
citizens 
who 
suffered 


uninsured flood damage on the 
morning of October 31st, and 
because the frequency and 
severity of such occurances is 
likely to increase with more 
development in the drainage 
areas involved, I have in- 
vestigated the National Flood 
Insurance Program and I wish 
to submit the following report 
and 
recommendations 
for 


consideration. 


"The 
flood 
insurance 


program was authorized in 1968 
by Congress. If a City decides to 
participate in the program, its 
citizens become eligible 
to 


purchase 
flood 
insurance 


through their regular insurance 
agent at affordable rates. The 
program costs the City nothing. 
All the City has to do is adopt 
minimum land use measures in 
an attempt to reduce future 
flood damage 
within 
flood- 


prone areas to participate in the 
flood insurance program by 
July 
1, 1975, or 
become 


ineligible for federally related 
financing 
for projects that 


would be located in such areas. 
This would even prevent a 
homeowner from 
getting a 


mortgage loan from a local 
savings and loan association if 
his home were located in an 
identified flood prone area and 
the City refused to participate 
in the program. I have obtained 
a flood prone area map of 
Corsicana 
for 
your 


examination. A more detailed 
map of Corsicana flood prone 
areas 
is 
scheduled 
for 


publication by the Department 
of 
Housing 
and 
Urban 


Development in January 1975. 
Mr. Dell Greer 
is the flood 


insurance program manager 
for this area with HUD in 
Dallas. He will meet with us to 
explain the program in more 


detail if you desire. He may be 
reached at 749-7412. 


"On April 18,1972 former City 


Manager, 
Jack 
Russell, 


prepared and presented to the 
City Commission a resolution 
requesting the City to par- 
ticipate in the National Flood 
Insurance Program. The City 
Commission 
tabled 
the 


resolution in order to wait and 
see if there was any public 
demand for the program. Since 
no public demand was for- 
thcoming the matter was never 
brought up for consideration 
again. I believe there is a lesson 
for us to learn from this ex- 
perience. In today's complex 
and rapidly changing world we 
can no longer afford to wait for 
public demand before taking 
action. We are elected by the 
people to lead, not follow. We 
have access to information not 
available to the average citizen. 
We have a staff available to 


study 
and 
make 
recom- 


mendations on programs af- 
fecting Corsicana. I feel that in 
the future we should thoroughly 
investigate all new programs 
affecting the City and take 
appropriate action based on our 
desire to help the city without 
waiting for public demand or 
federal and state mandates. If 
the public is unaware or 
misinformed about a program 
then it is our responsibility to 
use the news media to the fullest 
extent possible to inform the 
public. We have missed some 
good opportunities in the past 
because the City Commission 
waited for public demand in- 
stead of being the instrument to 
generate public support and 
understanding. 


"I am recommending that we 


take immediate action to enable 
our citizens to obtain flood in- 
surance protection. This will 
provide help for people already

Trend in Voting for Democrats

Navarro Countians turned put 


in heavier than had been an- 
ticipated 
numbers in some 


quarters 
and 
favored 


Democratic candidates, as had 
been 
expected, 
by 
wide 


margins. 


The 4,077 who trooped to the 


polls in mild weather was 24.58 
per cent of the 16,626 registered 
in the county. 


Gov. Dolph Briscoe swamped 


his four opponents in winning 
his bid for a second term-this 
one for four years as Texas for 
the first time is according many 
top state offices terms ex- 
panded from two to four years. 


Briscoe polled 3,246 votes in 


Navarro County's 25 voting 
stations, including absentees, 
handily outstanding Republican 
Jim Granberry of Lubbock with 
724. It was obvious that voters 
who didn't go to the polls in the 
May party primaries or voted in 
the 
Democratic 
primary 


crossed over in the general 
election as only 49 county 
residents voted in the May 
Republican 
party 
when 


Granberry 
was 
nominated, 


getting 46 of the votes cast. 


Ramsey Muniz, running as 


the Raza Unida Party's can- 
didate for a second time for 
governor, drew 24 votes. Sherry 
Smith, the Socialists Workers 
Party candidate, polled 6,'and 
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Sam McDonnell garnered 15 
votes as the American Party 
candidate 
running 
against 


incumbent Gov. Briscoe. 


Largest 
vote-getter 
in 


Navarro County among the 
contested state races, which did 
little to stir the interest of the 
electorate, for a multi-county 
district, was Congressman Olin 
E. Teague of College Station 
who tallied 3,559 votes in tur- 
ning back the second bid of 
Republican Carl Nigliazzo of 
Hearne. Nigliazzo polled 344 
votes. The Sixth Congressional 
District is made up of all, or 
parts of 11 counties from the 
southern portions of Tarrant 
and Dallas Counties as far south 
as Brazos, his "home" county.

sersmith, 9G points to 66, and 
become the first relief pitcher 
in history to win the coveted 
prize 


The only other reliever to win 


a major award from the Base- 
ball Writers Association of 


America was Jim Konstanty, 
who was the National League's 
Most Valuable Player during 
the "Whiz Kid" days of the 
Philadelphia Phillies in 1950. 


The Dodgers took three of the 


first four places as Atlanta's 
Phil Niekro finished third with 
15 points and Los Angeles' Don 
Sutton was fourth with 12.

Niekro the only 20-game win- 
ners in the National League 
this year, received five first- 
place votes. Niekro and Sutton 
had one each.

Lightfoot Raps Complainers 
City Promises Creek Work

The 25-30 citizens appearing 


before 
the 
Corsicana City 


Commission 
Tuesday night 


concerning 
house 
flooding 


during Thursday morning's 
deluge were promised im- 
mediate action on the cleaning 
of Post Oak Creek and the 
securance of federally sup- 
ported flood insurance. 


Council 
chambers 
were 


packed to standing room only 
with the only empty seats being 
those of Commissioners Bob 
Scott and H.R. Stroube Jr., and 
City Attorney Glenn Stewart. 


Because of the large, crowd 


and 
its concern with the 


flooding, obvious because of 
who the people were and where 
they 
lived, 
Mayor 
Sue 


Youngblood 
suspended 
the 


agenda and opened the floor to 
anyone wanting to speak on the 
flooding problem. 


ELEVEN PEOPLE took this 


opportunity to complain about 
the overgrown condition of the 
creek bed, blaming lack of city 
effort at cleaning the creek for 
causing the flooding. 


Henry Bowden of 1935 Bowie, 


on "the high side of the creek" 
told the commissioners that 
while the creek 
was not 


bothering his home, the fact it 
was bothering his neighbors 
caused him some concern. 
Speaking of the "completely 
filled-up creek bed," Bowden 
offered the city the easement 
necessary for moving equip- 
ment in to clean out the creek. 


Walter Listen of 1911 Mimosa 


told the commissioners that he 
felt using city property in 
Community Park to widen Post 
Oak would be a workable 
solution, adding "there's no 
need to rush; if you could start 
tomorrow morning that would 
be fine." 


Mrs. E.E. Rice of 1013 Dob- 


bins told the gathering that she 
had already sent a letter 
granting entry to her property 
for the purpose of cleaning the 
creek. She further cited the 


brush and willows under the 
Dobbins Road bridge as a 
"health hazard" in that it is a 
breeding 
ground 
for 


mosquitoes. 


CONTINUING the orderly, 


polite complaints from 
the 


citizenry Foy Garrett of 1912 
Mimosa related that this was 
the second time he had to clean 
the water from his house and 
that "I'm sick, I'm tired, I'm 
worn out from fighting it." 


Clarence Blancet of 1703 


Beverly Drive East told the 
commissioners that the opening 
of the street, Lexington, from 
Bowie to Beverly "opened up 
another river" and asked if 
something could be built in that 
street to slow the water down. 
City Engineer Tom Longley 
replied that while such a 
retaining wall in the street is a 
"possibility" he would like to 
investigate the situation further 
before creating a bad street. 


Blancet also reported that 


some of the large branches and 
other debris in the creek bed are 
holdovers from tornado damage 
earlier this year. 


J.T. Magness of 1709 Beverly 


Drive East asked, without 
receiving an answer, "What 
kind of weather do you need" to 
get into the creek bed? He said 
that his water bill from this past 
summer indicated to him that 
the weather had been dry 
enough. 


THE REV. T.F. Donald of 


1801 Beverly Drive East said he 
feels part of the problem lies in 
the fact that city drainage for 
the area is "not adequate for the 
traffic we have at this time," 
adding that the sewer backs up 
everytime there is a two-inch 
rain. 


Elroy Payne of 1924 Mimosa, 


after reporting on unsuccessful 
efforts to get a retaining wall 
built on his property adjacent to 
the creek, wondered if the 
people'who presented the city 
the award for beautifying the 
park would "like to present us 
another for the way it looks 


now." 


Homer Logan of 1910 Mimosa 


said he feels like he should have 
"stayed in the country," and 
Iva Whitten of 1919 Mimosa 
remarked that the flooding was 
"awful on the nerves as well as 
hard work and expensive." 


Boyd Payne of 527 Forrest 


Lane wanted to assure the 
commission 
the 
flooding 


problem was not limited to 
Mimosa 
and 
Beverly. He 


reported that water is always 
running 
over 
his 
street 


everytime it rains. 


CITY 
MANAGER 
Dick 


Ballenger explained that while 
the creek had been cleaned out 
from Forrest Lane to Dobbins 
Road, a more thorough cleaning 
of the area, without similar 
action downstream would be 
disastrous 
for 
downstream 


residents. 


Longley then showed the 


gathering a map designating 
the flood prone areas of the city, 
"what we all already know," 
adding that five bridge struc- 
tures need replacing to keep 
them from flooding. Longley 
explained that each bridge 
would cost $50,000 and that the 
city bond election provided for 
only $150,000 total for such 
projects. 


Saying he wanted to assure 


the citizenry of the city's con- 
cern for their homes, Ballenger 
noted that city ordinance now 
forbids 
contractors 
from 


building houses below the curb 
line as was the case with the 
Boyd Paynes'. 


LONGLEY 
also 
offered 


another reason for the flooding 
when he reported that some 
years back parts of Post Oak 
Creek had been completely 
filled in so houses could be built 
over it. 


After 
Commissioners 
Jim 


Lightfoot and P.O. Fullwood 
had joined the mayor in passing 
her resolution calling for the 
preparation of a resolution 
requesting participation in the 
flood 
insurance 
program, 


Lightfoot delivered a brief 
tirade against the citizens 
complaining about the flooding. 


Citing Thursday's story in 


The 
Sun 
where 
residents 


complained about the creek's 
inability to carry the run-off, 
Lightfoot said he checked with 
city records and discovered that 
five of the six people "making 
the ruckus" lacked "enough 
gumption to vote" in the last 
city election. 


LIGHTFOOT 
noted 
that 


Navarro Mills and the soil 
conservation dam west of town 
are both full and that an aerial 
survey of the area Thursday 
afternoon 
showed 
both 


Chambers and Richland Creeks 
two to seven miles wide, in- 
dicating that the real problem 
was the complete saturation of 
the ground and the concurrent 
lack of a place for the water to 
go except the floodplain. 


When Lightfoot again lashed 


out at the complaining citizens, 
saying "We've got a lot of 
talkers, but darn few givers," 
Mrs. 
Rice 
remarked 
that 


"maybe we all didn't vote, but 
we all paid taxes." She con- 
tinued by asking if the com- 
missioners wants "us all down 
here on your neck" every 
meeting. 


When Lightfoot replied "We 


want you here," Mrs. Boyd 
Payne noted 
"You're 
our 


leaders; we expect you do 
something." 


After a brief aside against the 


press which he ended by 
claiming the "country is con- 
trolled by the media," Lightfoot 
reiterated a desire to see 
citizens at council meetings. 


THE 
EVENING'S 
only 


fireworks 
died 
when 
Foy 


Garrett remarked that "We're 
here tonight" and that he, 


The Declaration of Independ- 


ence, the Constitution of the 
United States and the Bill of 
Rights documents are now en- 
shrined in the National Ar- 
chives Exhibition Hall. 


Garrett, did not appreciate 
being 
"treated 
by 
you 


(Lightfoot) as serfs and cattle," 
adding that Lightfoot was the 
only one to use profanity during 
the proceedings. 


Ballenger wrapped up the 


flooding 
discussion 
by 


promising that city crews would 
get into the creek "the first 
day" it is possible, dropping 
whatever they might be doing at 
the time. He noted that the 
crews will begin downstream 
and work up to the creek's 
headwaters and he asked for 
full cooperation of the citizens 
in granting rights of easement 
and entry. 


His apology for the flooding 


and his promise "to do better in 
the future" brought applause 
from the gathering, as did the 
mayor's earlier promise to get 
flood insurance for the town.

City 
Commissioners 


authorized the acceptance of 
several traffic safety proposals, 
approved the opening of a 
recreational center and made 
several zoning changes but took 
no action on the sale of the 
present City Hall during its 
Tuesday night meeting. 


The city will receive $11,400 


from the Governor's Office on 
Traffic Safety for the im- 
plementation of two programs 
presented by Guy Rushin, city 
traffic safety coordinator. 


Our program, the Selective 


Traffic Enforcement Program 
(STEP) will consist of the State 
funding 80 per cent of the cost, 
$6,400, while the city spends 
$1,600 to police more fully areas 
where a greater percentage of 
accidents 
are 
happening. 


Figuring that each officer will 
average six tickets per shift at 
an average cost of $25 per 
ticket, this six month program, 
with an option for another six 
months, should net the city 
$20,250 during the first six 
months. 


ALSO, the 
commissioners 


approved 
an 
engineering 


survey, which will see a cer- 
tified traffic engineer conduct a 
complete survey of all city 
streets and traffic conditions. 
The total cost of this project, 
$5,000, will be provided by the 
State. 


In the same vein, the city 


passed a resolution to contact 
the State Highway Commission 
to determine methods of ob- 
taining 
funds 
and 
making 


preparations 
for 
railroad 


overpasses and underpasses in 
the downtown and northern 
parts of the city. 


THE 
RECREATIONAL 


center, to be located at 114 S. 
Beaton, will contain coin- 
operated machines such as 
foosball and air hockey as well 
as pool tables and 
other 


recreational items. Making the 
request for the permit to open 
such a place were Jim Kittles, 
James 
Huggins 
and 
John 


Morrison 
of 
Athens, 
who 


assured the commission that 
they had had no problems with a 
similar operation in Athens and 
expect none with the one to open 
here. 
The center was approved 


pending compliance 
of the 


building with the city building 
codes. 


Zoning changes 
approved 


included the changing of 2311W. 
7th from General Retail to 
Commercial, requested by Jack 
Conger; the changing from 
Residential-3 to Residential-4 
with a specific use permit for a 
mobile home at 2304 W. 13th, 
requested by L.K. Kirk and 
similar change from R-3 to R-4 
with a mobile home permit at 
2123 W. 13th requested by Jessie 
Keele. 


The 
commissioners 
also 


approved the request for a 
temporary mobile home permit 
for Edward Jones at 807 R. llth, 
whose home was destroyed by 
fire. 


MUNICIPAL 
Service 


Director Delma Ware reported 
the 
Planning 
and Zoning 


Commission is working on an 
amendment to the zoning or- 
dinance which would put the 
issuance of certain types of 
mobile home permits under the 
jurisdiction of the building 
inspector. 


Acting on a request by 


Commissioner 
P.O. 


Fullwood.the 
commission, 


which consisted of a bare 


quorum 
of Fullwood, 
Jim 


Lightfoot 
and 
Mayor Sue 


Youngblood, passed the matter 
of accepting bids for the sale of 
the present city hall building 
until a full commission could 
act on the matter. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


proposed the sealed bid method 
of auctioning the building, but 
Fullwood said he knew of 
several people considering the 
purchase who were counting on 
a public auction. With this in 
mind the commision refused 
to take action till a later date. 


MRS. 
WYVONNE Putman, 


curator of Pioneer Village, 
requested the city spend $350 to 
cover billboards on the en- 
trances to Corsicana with signs 
promoting 
the 
historical 


village. When it was determined 
that Mrs. Putman's request 
probably did not include the 
leasing fee for the billboards, 
the commission instructed her 
to get 
the 
additional in- 


formation and report back at a 
later date. 


IN OTHER action, the city

Leo Garrett, a representative 


of the CDP, which is sponsored 
by the Dept. of Housing and 
Urban Development, explained 
to the commission that the CDP 
is a continuation of several 
categorical f undings such as the 
urban renewal program, but 
that it will give the city more 
leeway in how it uses its money. 


Not 
yet 
operative, 
the 


program is slated to begin April 
1, with HUD accepting ap- 


plications for the $2.5 billion to 
be available on Jan. 1.

of Russell for the job at $500 per 
month 
for 
five 
months,

Swiss Author Defends Theory on Ancient Astronauts 


Another Cool 
Day in Texas 


BONSTETTEN, Switzerland 


(AP) 
— Sucking on an unlit 


pipe, Erich von Daniken does 
not have to think long before 
answering the question whether 
he himself really believes that 
modern man is the product of 
ancient astronauts. 


"Not completely at first," he 


readily concedes. "Basically, I 
thought it possible. But I was 
not at all sure. Now, I am dead 
certain. I would cling to it even 
if I were tortured." 


With intercontinental support 


from tens of millions of fans, 
no immediate need of martyr- 
dom seems 
likely for 
the 


stocky, bright-eyed Swiss who, 
according to his publishers, has 


become the world's most wide- 
ly read modern author. 


Four books in the past eight 


years — his first was "Chariots 
of the Gods" — have sent 
worldwide sales rocketing, with 
close to 30 million copies print- 
ed in 34 languages. And his 
fifth — titled "Appearances" — 
which has just hit the market, 
is a cinch to send him beyond 
that outer space belt in the 
book trade. 


The new book, he predicts 


with a tense but contented 
smile, "is going to stir trouble 
and fiercest criticism" because 
he is treading new ground. On 
320 
pages 
he 
rummages 


through 
religious 
visions 


recorded since ancient times, 
dismisses most of them, in- 
cluding Lourdes and Fatima, 
and centers on those for which 
there is "objective proof." 


The people who experience 


these, he suggests, were at the 
receiving end of interstellar 
communications. They received 
telepathic signals from the ex- 
traterrestrials who visited our 
planet some 30,000 years ago, 
mated with earthlings and by 
artificial 
mutation produced 


modern man. 


"Electromagnetic waves are 


not possible but could not telep- 
athy be a conceivable means of 
communications?" he says in 
his typical style studded with 


question marks. "If yes, how? 
Not in a given language. I can- 
not send a telepathic order to 
someone, 'You get me a glass 
of beer.' But I can transmit 
emotions, like peace, love, ha- 
tred and I can transmit pic- 
tures." 


Von Daniken, 39, says initial 


response from readers makes 
clear he will hurt a lot of feel- 
ings but "I had to get this book 
off my chest." He had already 
received about 70 letters in the 
two weeks since it had gone on 
sale with an initial 100,000 
copies on the German language 
market. 


The letters, along with some 


25,000 others, as well as news 


clips 
and 
countless 
photo- 


graphs, are kept in multico- 
lored file cabinets lining the 
basement office of his modest 
house here. This is the place 
where he works, preferably at 
night between 10:00 p.m. and 
4:00 a.m. while his German- 
born wife, his daughter and 
"Neptun," a calf-sized Great 
Dane, are asleep. 


Using the English word, von 


Daniken says his success story 
has "crazy" dimensions. "In 
Rio, 
where I agreed to sign 


books for an hour at a large 
bookstore, the queue was like 
the one you see in Moscow at 
the Lenin mausoleum, crazy," 
he reminisces. "In 
Turkey, 


where they still have many 
analphabets, my latest sales 
figure is 178,000, crazy." 


He has also broken ideologic- 


al barriers. East Germany, he 
says, bars his books as anti- 
Marxist. In the Soviet Union, 
the film based on "Chariots" is 
durable fare even in rural re- 
gions. Peking has imported 20,- 
000 Danikens in Chinese. In 
Czechoslovakia, they are a 
"tremendous success" and the 
official Yugoslav press agency 
speaks 
of 
a 
"convincing 


analysis" offered by the author. 


The front of scientists who 


dismiss his writings as cosmic 
whodunits is crumbling, too, ac- 
cording to von Daniken. His 


star witness is Josef F. Blumr- 
ich, Austrian-born NASA aero- 
space engineer. Blumrich, who 
presents himself as an original 
doubter, is the author of anoth- 
er bestseller, "The Spaceships 
of Ezekiel," in which he agrees 
with von Daniken that the 
Hebrew prophet describes the 
vehicle that brought the "an- 
cient astronauts" to earth. 


Both, along with "Exorcist" 


director William Friedkin, are 
on the advisory board of an 
"Ancient Astronaut Society." 
The group will have a world 
congress at Zurich next May. 
"It will be a solid affair," com- 
ments von Daniken.

pipe, Erich von Daniken does 
not have to think long before 
answering the question whether 
he himself really believes that 
modern man is the product of 
ancient astronauts.
